for Admission to the Bar were amended by Order dated June 3, 1993 to include Rule 

VII, License for Foreign Legal Consultant, and 

WHEREAS, the current Rules VII and VIII need to be renumbered accordingly, 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 

1. The attached amendments to the Table of Contents of the Rules of the 

Supreme Court and State Board of Law Examiners for Admission to the Bar 

renumbering Rule VII, Information Disclosure, as Rule VIII, and renumbering 

Rule VIII, Appeal to the Supreme Court, as Rule IX, be, and the same hereby is, 

prescribed and promulgated. 

2. These amendments are effective this date.

Practice Law in Minnesota; 
A certificate of the highest court of the state 
of licensure certifying that the attorney is in 
good standing and that no charges of 
professional misconduct are pending; 
An af?Idavit from an officer, director or 
general counsel of applicant’s employer or 
parent company employer attesting to the 
fact that applicant is employed as an 
attorney solely for said employer, that 
applicant is an individual of good character, 
and that the nature of the employment 
meets the requirements of section A of this 
Rule; 
An aflidavit of applicant attesting to 
applicant’s full-time practice of law for at 
least five of the previous seven years; 
A fee consistent with Rule 105. 

Limitation. A license granted pursuant to this Rule 
shall authorize the attorney to practice solely for the 
designated employer. 
Duration. This Temporary License shall be valid 
for a period of no more than twelve months from the 
date of issuance and shall terminate at any time upon 
the occurrence of any of the following: 
(1) the holder’s admission to practice law in 

Minnesota pursuant to Rule III, Rule IVA 
or Rule IVB; 

(2) termination of holder’s employment with 
the employer referenced in Rule VIB. 

Revocation. If upon investigation, the Board of Law 
Examiners determines that the holder of a temporary 
license issued pursuant to this rule does not or may 
not qualify for admission, the Board will make a 
recommendation to the Supreme Court that such 
license be revoked.

Elkibility 
A nerson who is admitted to nractice in a foreign 
country as an attomev or counselor at law mav annlv 
for. and at the discretion of the Board of Law 
Examiners. mav obtain a license to render services 
as a foreifm leaal consultant in the State of 
Minnesota. without examination. subiect to the 
limitations set forth in this Rule. 
Reauirements 
In order to aualifv for the license the an&ant must: 
(1) Have been admitted to practice in a foreign 

countrv as an attorney or counselor at law 
or the eauivalent: and 

(2) As nrincinal occunation. have been engaged 
in the nractice of law of that countrv in that 
countrv for at least five of the seven vears

(3) Be in current good standing as an attorney 

or counselor at law or the eauivalent in that 
countrv. and have remained in good

(51 Be at least 24 vears of age: and 
(6) Maintain an offke in the state of MinnesoQ 

for the renderinp of services as a forekn 
legal consultant. 

ADDliCatiODS 
In order to aualifi for the foreign leeal consultant 
license. an annlicant must file with the Minnesota 
Board of Law Examiners the followinp documents, 
together with dulv authenticated Enplish 
translations. if thev are not in English: 
(1) A sworn and notarized tvoewritten 

ADDlication for Foreipn LePal Consultant 
License, 

(21 A dulv authenticated certificate from thp 
authoritv having final iurisdiction over 
professional discirlline in the foreign 
country in which the aDDlicant is admittd 
to Dractice. which shall be acc0mDanie-d by 
the official seal. if anv. of such authoritv, 
and which shall certifi: 
(a) The authoritv’s iurisdiction in such 
matters; 
(b) The anDlicant’s admission tq 

practice in such foreign countrv, 
the date of admission. and the 
aDDlicant’s good standing as an 
attomev or counselor at law or the 
eauivalent in that iurisdiction; 

(3) A dulv authenticated document from any 
foreign countrv or iurisdiction in which said 
consultant has been licensed as an attorney 
or as a foreipn legal consultant indicating 
whether anv charrJe or comDlaint has ever 
been filed against the aDDlicant with such 
authoritv. if so. the substance of each such 
charge or complaint. and the adiudication 
or resolution or each such charge or 
comnlaint; 

(4) A letter or recommendation signed bv, and 
accomDanied with the official seal. ‘if anv. of 
one of the members of the executive bodv of 
such authoritv or from one of the iudges of 
the highest court of law of such forekn 
COuntN. certifkinfz to the annlicant’q 
professional aualifkations; 

(5) A summarv of the law or rule. if anv. of 
such forekn country which nermits 
members of the bar of Minnesota to 
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V 

establish offtces for the tivina of legal 
. advice to clients in such foreign countrv, 

(61 Letters of recommendation from at least 
three attomevs or counselors at law or the 
eauivalent admitted in and uracticing in 
such foreign countrv, setting forth the 
length of time. and under what 
circumstances thev have known thq 
armlicant and stating their aonraisal of the 
anulicant’s good character and fitness for 
admission, 

(7) Notarized letters of recommendation from 
at least two members in good standing of 
the Minnesota Bar. setting forth the 1enPth 
of time. and under what circumstances thev 
have known the anulicant and their 
anoraisal of the aunlicant’s good character 
and fitness for admission, 

(8) Such other evidence as to the aoulicant’s 
educational and nrofessional aualifications, 
good character and fitness and comdiance 
with the reouirements of this rule as the 
Minnesota Board of Law Examiners mav 
reauire: and 

(9) A fee in the amount of $1.000. in the form 
of a certified check or money order. 

D. Investkation 
The Minnesota Board of Law Examiners shall 
conduct such investigation into the annlicant’s 
backmound and verification of sunnorting 
documents as the Board mav deem annrouriate or 
necessary in the circumstances. 

E. Scoue of Practice 
A nerson licensed as a foreign 1ePal consultant under 
this rule mav render legal services in the State of 
Minnesota regarding the laws of the countrv in 
which such nerson is admitted to nractice as an 
attomev, counselor at law or eauivalent. The foreivn 
legal consultant shall not. however. conduct any 
activitv or render anv services constituting; the 
practice of the law of the United States. the State of 
Minnesota. or that of anv other state. commonwealth 
or territorv of the United States or the District of 
Columbia includinp but not limited to, the 
restrictions that such uerson shall not:

Discidinarv Provisions 
(1) A foreipn legal consultant is expressly 

subiect to the Minnesota Rules of 
Professional Conduct and to continuing 
review of aualifications to retain anv license 
granted hereunder. and shall be subiect to 
the disciDlinarv iurisdiction of the 
Minnesota OfIke of Lawvers Professional 
Resoonsibilitv and the Minnesota Suoreme 
court L 

(2) Section 1 above shall not be construed to 
limit in anv wav concurrent disciolinary 
procedures to which the foreign l&al 
consultant mav be subiect in the country of 
admission. 

(3) A foreign letzal consultant shall execute and 
tile with the Board of Law Examiners. in 
such form and manner as the court 
prescribes: 
(a) A statement that the foreign legal 

consultant has read, understood, 
and made a commitment to observe 
the Minnesota Rules of 
Professional Conduct: and 

Either: 
1. An undertakina or 

aooropriate evidence of 
professional liability 
insurance. in such amount 
as the Minnesota Supreme 
Court mav prescribe. to 
assure such foreign legal 
consultant’s proper 
professional conduct and 
resoonsibilitv: or 
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2. An auuronriate 
undertaking in the amount 
of $50.000.00 in the form 
of a bond. letter of credit 
or other financial

issu? bv a reuutablq

A dulv acknowledned instrument 
in writing settim- forth such 
foreien legal consultant’s addrq 
within the State of Minnesota and 
desirznatinr! the Clerk of the 
Armellate Courts as agent for the 
service of nrocess for all numoseq 
and 
A commitment to notifv the 
Minnesota Board of Law 
Examiners of anv resignation or 
revocation of such foreign legal 
consultant’s admission to ~racticq 
in the foreign countrv of 
admission. or in anv other state or 
jurisdiction in which the foreirm 
legal consultant has been licensed 
as an attorney or counselor at law 
or eauivalent or as a foreign lenal 
consultant, or of anv censure, 
susuension. or exnulsion in resnect 
of such admission. 

G. Annual Certification and Renewal Fees 
(11 A foreign legal consultant shall submit on a 

biennial basis to the Minnesota Board of 
Law Examiners: 
(a) A sworn statement attestine: to 

his/her continued clood standinp as 
an attorney or counselor at law or 
eauivalent in the foreipn countrv in 
which he/she is admitted to 
practice; 

09) A fee in the amount of $200. 
(2) The foreirm leeal consultant shall submit on 

an annual basis to the Minnesota Attorney 
Ret&ration oflice an attomev registration 
fee eauivalent to the renewal fees mid by 
Minnesota licensed attomevs nursuant to 
the Rules of the Sunreme Court for 
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. 
Registration of Attomevs.

Application File. An applicant may review the 
contents of his or her application file with the 
exception of the work product of the Board and its 
staff up to two years tier the filing of the last 
application for admission in Minnesota, at such 
times and under such conditions as the Board may 
provide. 
Examination Information. Examination 
information shall be available as provided in Rules 
of the Board. 
Release to Other Agencies. Information may be 
exchanged with an authorized lawyer disciplinary 
agency, and released to bar admissions authorities in 
jurisdictions where an application is pending. 
Investigation. Application information may he 
released to agencies authorized by the Board to 
investigate applicant fitness and eligibility. 
Referrals. Information relating to the misconduct of 
an applicant may be referred to the appropriate 
authority. 
Confidentiality. All other information contained in 
the files of the office of the Board is confidential and 
will not be released to anyone other than the Court 
except upon order of the Court. 
Costs. The Board may charge reasonable fees for 
collection and providing of’ any information 
permitted to be released.

Rule VIII a. Appeal to the Supreme Court 

A. Petition for Review. 
(!I Any applicant who is adversely afTected by 

a final decision of the Board may appeal to 
the ,Court by serving upon and filing a 
petition for review with the Clerk of the 
Appellate Courts within 20 days of receipt 
by the applicant of a final decision of the 
Board. The petition shall briefly state the 
facts that form the basis for the complaint, 
and the applicant’s reasons for believing the 
Court should review the decision. 

(2) A copy of said petition shall be promptly 
served upon the Director of the Board who 
shall transmit within 20 days a response to 
the Court setting forth the reasons for the 
Board’s decision. Thereupon the Court 
shall give such directions, hold such 
hearings and make such order as it may in 
its discretion deem appropriate.

B. Reapplication After Denial. After denial of 

1 petition by the Court or e.xpiration of the time 
allowed in paragraph A, an applicant determined not 
to have satisfied Rule IIA(2) may not reapply for 
admission to practice in Minnesota for three years 
following the Board’s determination.

Complete Application. A person desiring 
admission to practice law in Minnesota shall submit 
a typewritten notarized application on a form 
prescribed by the Board. To be accepted the 
application must be timely presented at the offke of 
the Director and be accompanied by: 
(1) The proper fee as indicated in Rule 105; 
(2) Notarized aflidavits of two persona 

unrelated to the applicant by blood or 
marriage and not fellow law students during 
applicant’s enrollment, who have known the 
applicant for at least one year, setting forth 
the duration of time and the circumstances 
under which they have known the applicant, 
details respecting the applicant’s habits and 
general reputation and such other 
information as may be proper to enable the 
Board to determine the applicant’s fitness to 
practice law; 

(3) One independently executed and notarized 
authorization for release of information, 
which is included with the application form; 

(4) A photo I.D. card showing a full-face front 
view of the applicant in which facial 
features are clear and distinguishable. 

Additional Filing for Examinee. An applicant for 
admission by examination must also file or cause to 
be filed at least 30 days prior to the examination a 
certificate from an approved law school stating that 
the applicant has graduated, or stating that the 
applicant has fulfilled all requirements for 
graduation and will be graduated within 120 days 
following the examination for which the applicant 
filed. 
Additional Filing When Admitted Elsewhere. An 
applicant admitted to practice in another jurisdiction 
shall in addition to the items in paragraph A, and if 
applicable paragraph B, file or cause to be tiled 
before the application will be processed: 
(1) A certified copy of the application for 

admission to the bar in each jurisdiction in 
which the applicant had previously been 
admitted to the practice of law; 

(2) A certification showing admission to the bar 
in each other jurisdiction;
